While dlircrent bureaus have been wrang- 
llng over the possibility ol nitlonlng gasoline 
(htoughout the United states as a method 
or conserving rubber on civilian automobiles, 
the people have been wpnderlng^ how this 
would relieve the rubber .■ihortage-iiiiless these 
tires were actually conscripted and re-pro- 
cesscd lor military use. They have been won7 
dcrlng, too, why cflscardcd casings and other 
available scrap rubber were not being round- 
ed up long before 'now if there Is such a ser- 
ious need for supplies of this type. 

Statisticians have estimated conservative- 
ly that 2,000,000 tons'of scrap rubber are now 
scattered over the United States; that this 
vast stoclcpllc, if collected and proce.«ed, 
could bo made into 700,000 tons of crude rub- 
ber — more than the nation's total crude con- 
sumption during lO-ll. 

Even though this might be of no direct 
benefit to civilian users beyond the posslbllHy 
of permitting them to wear out the tires they 
havcMn their possession. It would at least, 
provide a tremendous additional amount of 
rubber for our fighting forces which, after all. 
Is our main objective. But In any event — even 
if civilian tires must be cortscrlpted— It Is only 
common sense that all available rubber scrap 
should be first rounded up, and without de- 
lay. 

One reason that old rubber has nof been 
gathered up over the United States is that the 
price celling of $10 a ton has made It unat- 
tractive to Junkmen. But it is reasonable to 
assume that the people would prefer to round 
up all this rubber voluntarily and give It to 
the government, If necessary, rather tHan see 
our war effort Impaired, or for them to be 
subjected to nation-wide rationing of gaso- 
line of which, It Is admitted, there Is no 
shortage. 

Although full details of the .^crnp rubber 
drive have not been wdriied out, all arrange- 
ments will soon bo completed and the cam- 
paign should get under way shortly. 

Meantime every one of us in. Magic Valley 
should be rounding up all the scrap rubber 
wo can find— worn-out tlr.es IJiat arc now 
being used as retaining borders for flower 
beds, swings, pier bumpers, and what not; 
leaky hot water bottles; old rubbers and 
overshoes; discarded Inner tubes that are 
ordinarily used for making sUng-.shots. There 
arc hundreds of such Items we can very easily 
get along without. 

Let's not let our experience with the scrap 
aluminum and paper drives Influence us In 
this respect. Apparently there \n a serious 
shortage of rubber. Apparently the govern- 
ment has finally decided to do something 
about it. And now Is the people's opportunity 
to get In there and pitch. Isn't that Just the 
very thing we've been waiting for? 



WARNING TO RIFLE SHOOTERS 
, Practically everyone who enjoys roaming 
the great open spaces In south central Idaho 
will endorse the warning which Sheriff War- 
ren W. Lowery has Issued to youths who per- 
sist In shooting rifles in Rock Creek canyon. 

Unfortunately, this practice Is not limited 
to Rock Creek canyon alone. Rllle bullets also 
whiz and zing up and down the length of 
Snake River canyon where many who enjoy 
the out-of-doors fish, picnic, boat and engaga 
In other forms of outing. 

The sheriff report.-! that two sheep have 
been killed, a horse and a cow injured, and 
the roof of one home has been pierced re- 
cently by stray bullets. Why a number or peo- 
ple in this vicinity haven't been killed as a re- 
sult of such carelessness, we might add, Is a 
mystery, ahd sooner or loler fatalities arc 
bound to rcsultif wo do not put on end to 
such promiscuous shooting. 

Here, of all places, there Is plenty of open 
territory for all - the rifle practice anyone 
wants, And "there Is no excuse for random 
shots that are taken where there Is any pos- 
sibility of endangering human lives.

He talked all the time about bow 
he would kill this particular enemy 
lenil(;r,nnd outwit the other. 

"I'm going to lake o plane and ride 
rU'ht across Uie ocean stralRht Into 
hLi room nnd bung, hang — ' 

'nils went on and on unUI his 
family were desperate. Tlicy thought 
It line that he was so patriotic, but 
couldn't help ferllng at Uie sami 
lime that a Utile le:ji of lilts en- 
ilm,'.la3m for war might be profit- 
able. 

Got Ileyond Control 
That boy was not pntrloUo so much 

She was hysterical. Tlie Idea ot 
ir, nt fighting and killing and 
dying had tsken poMcsalon of him 
nnd gotten beyond hbi control. All 
children nre Interested In stories 
about the wnr. and ought to be. but 
when Uielr interest mounts so Uiat 
It gels to be nll-pos.ie.i.Ong. so that 
they play nnd eat and sleep with 
It, something has to be done " 
redirect their attention.

shop to buy a baseball, or to the 
hnrdwnre-to buy A hpoda and, a lioe 
nnd n rnke for gardening. Making a 
garden Ln n fme occupation for ex- 
cited children, and I<M*thof.e wl't 
need to be protected Irom wor ex- 
citement. Raising flowers and Teg. 
etables In n little patch of hix own 
will offer n child sreat enjoyment, 
peace o[ mind and health of body. 
Busy children nre not easily ex- 
cited by war stories. 

Don't make the mistake of trying 
to tn crease n child's war spirit. 
Leave that to the atmoaphero which 
Ls already sUmulatlng the children. 
Tli«y do not need to be taken to 
camps, the launching!, dedications 
nnd tho like. If they aro the sort 
that Uike all that In their stride, 
very well, but think twice alxmt do- 
ing anything that ma; pUmulate 
the excitement that already pos- 
srs-ws many of the children. 

What they need Is'whol we all 
need and hope for lii days to come — 
peace. Just now all wb can do In 
that dlrccUon Is to help them to 
peace of mind. We grown-ups car 
carry on with the war. but the chil- 
dren must have, somewhere wlthlti 
Uicm. the spirit of peace. _ —

Therefore tho rubber statement 
which was drafted for Mr. Roascvell 
last week has been held up unUl 
n check of scrap rubber con be mode. 
But there has been serious delay 
In getting nt that. The only way 
to find out about' the scrap rubber 
Is to moke a drive to round It up 
and see what comes out. And that 
la whol Uio President Is now plon 
nUiB. as announced at his press con- 
ference. 

Secretnry ickes, oil coordinator, 
had a plan ready when the rubber 
conference was held at tho White 
House ln,st Friday. He hod the 
agreement ot Uie petroleum Industry 
to condtict a scrap-nibber buying 
campaign through filling stations. 
The petroleum Industry war coun- 
cil-was ready to put thousands of 
filling staUons Into this drive aiid 
buy up old rubber for the govern- 
ment at one cent a pound. The 
plan was for a two- weeks campaign 
pushed-to the Hmlt. At the end of 
two weeks we' would not otity know 
what our. scrap pUe was but would 
h»vo It In the hatids or the 60^- 
emment. all bougtit and paid for. 

But Uic a-nr production board ob- 
jected. It was Interested tn a scn- 



erat salvage campaign of alt kinds 
of Junk on a gift bn,-ils. To take 
rubber out of that general Junk 
drive and make It n special affnlr, 
and to pay for the rubber, would 
upe.rt the other salvage otforLs. so 
WPB said. The whole huiriness was 
delayed while- the question was ar- 
gued out. MconUme no real prog- 
reis wa-s being made. That Is the 
kind of delay Uint hns persisted over 
two years nnd has produced the 
nibber crisis. 

Tho same confusion nnd Inocllon 
will force the eastern ntntes to pay 
a hard price thbi winter. Tlierc will 
not be enough fuel oil to hent homes 
nnd supply Industrlnl needs, Wc 
failed to build pipelines when they 
could linve been built, E:nougli 
tonkera nro nt Uie bottom of Uie 
ocean to have built Uie pipe line, 

Todny we nre unable to Iny up nny 
reserve of oil for winter. Htocti 
In storngo now ore 15^00,000 bnrrels 
leiLS than they were n yenr ago. 
Dally consumption ol petroleum In 
the east runs about 1JCK).000 barrebi 
a day. We arc getting In about 
1B3,000 barrels a dny by barges nnd 
emergency pipe lines, nnd ^omc 
700,000 barrels by railroad tank 
cars. There Is no way In night Uy 
till the remnlnlnB gap. The rail- 
roads are using 65.000 tank cars la 
■Uie"eiist'now."aeftihst"T,0OO"ii'yenj 
ago. They can piwh tt tip a Jlttlft 
more perhaps to handle 800.000 bar- 
rels but that would be a miracle and 
would mean further strlpplna ot 
tank car* from the rest of the coun- 
try. 

Those easy days when ocean 
tankers hauled l.*00,000 borreLs of 
fuel oil to tho coat coast every dny 
are gone for a long time. The navy 
believes It In contjuerlns the sub- 
marine. Sinkings have been re- 
duced ot late but the loss has been 
terrlllc. Buch tankers na nro left 
nnd such na can be built will have 
to run fuel to England. More and 
more will be needed over there aa 
the air offensive picks up.
